any emergency that may arise.

THE BEVENTEENTH OF MARCH,

The Walolman, orgen of .the Orange body, is
usuaily weli informed ng to Fenlan mmovements
in Connda.  1n its lssue to-day it remarks:—

Considerpble anxiety prevails in the minds of
our citizens ns to whether the Hibernlans, alias
Femang, should be permittéed to walk on the
17th In une city, as s disturbance is likely to
ensue, it is raid, \( they attempt to do so. The
society is an illegal one, and cannot claim the
protection of the Inw oreol the authorities, ahonld
aaything occur o' a-sevious nuture, The free
dom of the British flag ehould not be demed to
uny olass as long as they conduct themselves de-
cently and avold a transgression of the Jaw.
But the question in this case arses from the frot
that the sympathies ol \Vius rociety are openiy
avowed in favor of Femuanism, and directed to
the dismembermént of the British Ewmpire, as
get forth in treasonable lanzusge, which should
have been attended to before 1his.

The Mayor's attention is dirgcted to this, and
it prg{mhle Ld will ke 1mmediate steos
for the protection of the peace of the city, and
we haveno doubt he will do s duty faithfully
in the matter. ' Pikes and pike-handles are pre-
pured, we are told, to any extent, and these,
with revolvers, will be carried on their persons
in the procession on the 17th. Against thas

keep the whole fraternity in their places. These
howover, recognize constituted authority, an
whuatever they do will be under the direction of
such, Under ail clreumstunces we advise the
Fetilaus 1o mwind thelr P and Q's on this ocon-
gion, nnd to pass slong very quietly, and they
necd fear nodanger,

Itis reported Bishop Lynch intends, if not
already gone, 1o leave the oty next weelk, under
the spprelienston of bloody work, In which case
bis absence would be the Dbesu security from
davger.

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STUPENDOUS ROBBERY.

One Miillon amd Muif Dollars in Bonds
Stolen—Mystery of the Robbery-ihe
Loss Falls on Two Individaals—Addl.
tiomal Partienlars of 1the AMalr—ie.
peription of the Ktolem Bonds-— Two
Mupdred Thousanid Dellars Réeward,

EEte.

We have glven a brief accovnt of the exten
glve robbery of one million and & hall et dollars
in Government secarities, which were abstracied
irom the safe ol Mr, Bufos L, Lord, the well-
kuown eapilaliet, real estate broker, pad owner
of the Inte Stock Exchangs, whose ofllce ls
Toeated at No. 38 Exchange Place, in this cisy,

The diseavery of the robbery was fnde on Tust
Thureday morning, when Mo, Lord, on making
an unusual luspection of the iniétior of his
money sute, missed the two tin boxes contain-
ing the stolon bonds, At first he wis perfeotly
nonplugsed, and sat down In silence to deline-
rate on what measures to ndopt to secure the
gtolen papers, and the arfest ol the ihiet or
thieyes, He wus nol loog in arriviog at o con-
clugion—namely, an Immediste visit 1o the po-
lee headquarters in Mulberry stréet, and there
inform the proper oflicer of e lons,

Lhe case was Iimmedintely placed in the hands
of Captain Johns Young, chiel ol the detective
forct, who sntmmoned a number of his mest ex-
pert men to “work the case up.,” Mr. Lord's
stutemont was very brief, and he could give no
information whereby the oflicois could got a
¢jue, nor could he give the nuanme of a single per-
sorv 10 whom he attached suspicion. Cuptain
Youbi at onee vigitod Mr, Lotd's oflice, 1t isa
very unpretentions one; on the street fleor, and
near the Merchants' Exchange, Its furniture is
ol & very plain character, and eeriainly bore no
indications of its being a pluce where so Inrge a
sum ns the smount stolen would be deposiled,
The sute from which the bonds were taken is the
ordinary old 'wall or bauk safe, secured by a very
stmply comstructed loeck.

Within this was another safe, in which valu-
uble papers, such as stocks, bonde, and railroad
securities were kept, 'The lock of the inner safe
has been out of order lor some time, so that it
could not be bolted. Captain Young made an
exnmination of the sale, and was not long in
arriving av the conclusion that it was rather a
poor place to keep valuable papers, es uny un.
professional burglar or baak thiel ceu'd open it
withiout any extraordinary ekill or effort. Mr.
Lord s eighty years of age, and 1t is said that of
late he has been apparently somewhat careless
tis to the safety of his personal property.

The following 1s told by way of exemplilying
his want of duwe care:—It fa sald that a ehort
time since he took from his safe avery lo
quantity of Government bonds, and then cat off
the coupons, placing the latter in his pockets
and going home, leaving the pile of bonds lying
lgosely upon the table in his office. When he
had cone the potter noticed the bonds lylng
there, and not knewing exactly what to do in
the cose, finally decided to put them in his hand-
kerchiei and inke them home to Mr. Lord, On
hending the bundie to kim, he (Mr, Lord) asked
the porter where he got them, and on being told
remarked quickly, that he did not think he had
ever done anything like that before,

It was also stated that on the days when the
interest ou the stolen bonds was due, he would
take the boxes comtaining them, and taking a
seat in l:Ls office, near the Igt.rﬁet ‘linud‘uw, there
opeupy the greater part of the day in cutting
off n;e’ coupong. When the detectives requnested
Mr, Lord to furnish the numbers and description
of the stolen property he could not give them;
and it wus only through the personal exertions
of Caplain Young that the list embodied in
this report was obtained. He did this by visit-
ing the office of the Bub-Treasury and there
examining the coupons on which Mr. Lord pro-
cored the interest on the last payment day,

It i {further etated that Mr, Lord has been
repealedly known to leave hus eale unlocked
when golne home; that on a recent occusion he

id so, when it was carefully looked by the janitor
of the bullding, who returned hin the key on the
following mogning; that on another occasion the
janitor found the sale key in the wash hand
bagin. On the moraning of the discovery of the
robbery, however, this was not the ente, as the
ouler doar of the safe was locked, and the key
was fn Mr, Lord's potket. The first theory

of the detectives was that some person
who wes  acquainted with Mr, rd's
habits of going im snd out of his oflice

during bueiness hours gol an impression of the
eife key, from which a duplicate was made; but
subsequent events have alspelled Zhis idea, Of
the one million and half dollars’ worth of bonds
stolen oyer one milllon was the property of Mr,
Lord, and the balauce belonged to a friend of
his, whose name has mot transpired. It was in
Mr. Lord's oflice not for business purposes, but
merely for safekeeping, There is one fuct con-
nected with this robbery from which it may be
imierred that the act was commitied with haste,

On a shelf in the eafe, over the one from
which the tin boxes were taken, were upwards
of one million of dellars worth of various Ame-
rican rallrond securitles,” Mr. Lord eaunot posi-
tively state when bie last saw the bonds, There
i#, therefore, a possibility that it mizht have
been u day or two before the robbery, and as
the bonds wers negotiable, probably ére this the
thief has reaped the benefit ot this stupendous
piece of rascality.

Something entirely new for wear at the opers
Is the hooded jacket, This jacket s made of
white merino, and finished at the edge with a
broad bindiug of blue sllk, with blue cord head-
mgr. Down the front are large round bloe silk
buttons, The jacket fits the tigure, talling below
the waistband. The back is pointed, ths sides
round up and fall in two pointa in front. The
hood is cut the capuchin pattern, loed with blue
silk, and trfimmed with large blue cord. The
jacket s fastened at the throat with a blue cord
and tassels, and half way down the front with
loops of cord, From beneath the hood at the
back, hang two long bands of blue silk, em-
brotdered with white crystal beads, The elecves
